Fiftth—False entry in the blotter May 11, 1904, of 
$8,511 paid to McKibbin & Son, when no sum had 
been paid. 

Sixth—Perjury in giving false testimony to a 
grand jury April 1, 1906, concerning his personal 
bank account, 


Funds Belonged to Mutual? 


This sixth indictment, charging perjury, 
recites that the defendant for two years prior 
to April 1, 1906, was an officer of the Mutual 
Life, and that on May 11, 1906, he appeared 
before the grand jujry and was sworn. The 
indictment charges that it was material to 
the investigation to learn whether a cer- 
tain bank account at Dobbs Ferry was Gil- 
lette’s personal account end from what 
source the deposits had been obtained.

Terms of the Ordinance. 


The ordinance,as passed, fixes as follows 
the rates to be charged for electricity for the 
next five years: Gross maximum to be 15 
cents a kilowatt hour for the next two years 
and 13 cents a kilowatt hour for the remain- 
ing two years of the agreement, said rates 
to go to those who use less than thirty 
hours a month. Those using more will pay 
not more than 10 cents a kilowatt hour for 
first year, 9 cents for second year, 8 cents for 
third year, 7 cents for fourth and fifth years. 

The city is to be furnished electricity, when 
needed, at not more than $75 yearly rental 
per are lamp. 

The city consent€ to a consolidation of the 
Chicago Edison and the Commonwealth 
Electric companies, with the understanding 
that when such consolidation takes place the 
new company shall thereafter pay 3 per cent 
of its gross revenues as compensation, as- 
suming the burden of the Commonwealth 
company.

Boston, Mass., June 12.— Charles L. Tucker 
was electrocuted in Charlestown at 12:12 
o'clock this morning for the murder of Mabel 
Page. Three applications of the current were 
made. 

He protested his innocence to the last, and 
in a finel letter to his counsel wrote: 

T have been misjudged and wrongfully ac- 


 ctised of a crime that I know nothing about— 


one that I am entirely innocent df.“ 

Tucker murdered Mabel Page at her home 
in Weston March 31. 1904. His case was 
taken to the Supreme court of the United 
States, which sustained the lower courts.

na mes were attached to it. : 

Miss Page's body wae found by her aged 
father. On à table was found a note sup- 
posed to have been written by Miss Page, 
stating that she had been called to Boston be- 
cause of the illness of her brother. Her 
brother, Harold, was not ill, The handwrit- 
ing on the note and & postal card which was 
found in the house was identical with spei- 
mens of Tucker's handwriting. 

The police learned that Tucker, an Auburn- 
dale young man, had been seen near the Page 
house on the day of the murder. The officers 
scarched Tucker's home, and in an old coat 
found a broken knife blade stained and 
scarred, the scars indicating that an effort 
had been made to destroy it by means of a 
file. A stickpin of peculiar design also was 
found, It soon was learned that Mabel Page 
bad owned a pin similar to that found in 
Tucker’s coat. The evidence at the trial was 
largely of circumstential nature.

St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—[Special.]—Attor- 
ney General Hadley today before United 
States Commissioner Anthony declared that 
H. Clay Pierce, chairman of the directors of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil company, while re- 
maining absent from a former hearing on 
the plea of illness, was preparing to go to 
New York under an assumed name.

Gives Names and Dates. 


Evans submitted his original notes, some in 
Greek characters, taken during his incarcer- 
ation in B—l.

Others were written on the fly leaves of 
books, and still others on odd bits of paper 
that he had secreted in a small cushion, 
Every detail of assaults on patients was 
written out graphically.

When I left Kankakee I was 
taken, as is customary, before Dr. Claude 
Shronts and Hardt and questioned. I said: 
Dr. Shrontz, if you expect me to lie before 
I get out of here, I'll die first.’ My constitu- 
tion has been wrecked for life.“ 


Fractured Ribs as Evidence. 

Evans showed the jury a statement signed 
by Dr. J. W. Baird of a Battle Creek sani- 
tarium stating that Evans had broken ribs. 
Evans told how he had sustained the frac- 
tured ribs as a result of an attack on Aug. 
29, 1904, by attendants Roy Barber, A. W. 
Nutt, and Perry W. Andrews. He said he 
had been beaten every day for a week and 
finally was carried out half dead to the “ dy- 
ing ward,” whence he was rescued by his 
wife, who was informed of his condition by 
a friendly attendant and taken to Cuba. 

Evans displayed a letter from Gov. Deneen 
dated last November in which the governor 
stated he had investigated the beating of 
Thomas W. Plummer, an epileptic, and found 
it inexcusable. Gov. Deneen stated over his 
signature that Perry S. Dewitt, one of the 
attendants mentioned, had been discharged 
but was re@mployed afterwards in another 
capacity where he did not come in contact 
with patients. Two of the other attendants 
concerned in the beating, the governor said, 
were no longer at the institution. Prudent 
Vadbonceur, another participant, was still 
employed at the hospital, but not as an at- 
tendant. 

“T have seen Dewitt,” said Evans, pour 
water day after day on the head of poor Bill 
Hupp of Peru, who was dying of paresis, to 
see him squirm.” 

The Dewitt mentioned is a brother of Leslie 
Dewitt, who was accused of beating a pa- 
tient, George Merrill, a week ago. 


Criticise Methods of Inquiry. 


Severe criticism has been aroused in Ran- 
kakee over the method of the jury inquiry. 
Dr. Corbus and other members of the staff 
who are under accusation were permitted to- 
day to appear before the jury in an attempt to 
discredit Evane’ testimony in advance. The 
same course was taken with reference to the 
anticipated evidence of Patrick O'Gara on the 
assault on Merrill.

TOO MANY ELECTIVE ‘OFFICES. 
It may be safely as#timed that in all 
the history of democratic Institutions no 
such palpable absurdity has ever been at- 
tempted in the name of popular elections 
as is scheduled fof the appruaching fall 
election. The ordinary voter at that elec- 
tion will be asked to select individuals. to 
fill sixty-five separate and distinct public 
offices—a. task which he can no more per- 
form intélligently than he can. fly. 

Two years ago the voter was called | 
upon to choose for about forty separate 
offices. This fall the twenty-eight. mu- 
nicipal court judgeships will swell the list. 
But whether the voter be asked to elect 
forty officiels or sixty-five officials, the 
duty is in either case a ridiculous one to 
assign him, and he cannot perform it 
with intelligence. He cannot know, or 
have an opinion, about the candidates for 
anything like that number of offices. 

One reason for the excessive multipti- 
cation of elective offices which has come 
about is the superficial notion that this 
is the way to “ allow the people to rule.” 
Another reason is the perception by the 
political managers of thg fact that to In- 
crease elective offices is to infrease ma- 
chine control. The helpless voter—con- 
fronted with unknown candidates for a 
long list of offices—resorts of necessity 
to the party ticket. . 

The number ‘of public, and especially 
of local, officials elected by the Chicago 
voter should be reduced. The principle 
which should govern, at least in the main, 
is that only legislative officers should be 
elected and that executive officers should 
be appointed. Under ‘this principle pres- 
idents, governors, and mayors would mot 
be withdrawn from popular election, for 
they are clothed with legislative author- 
ity in their veto powers. The voter would 
no longer be asked, however, to choose 
secretaries, auditors, treasurers, and 
clerks, to -say nothing of surveyors and 
constables. 

It is possible also to have an excessive 
number of legislative bodies. Chicago 
has to elect not only the city council but 
also the-county board and the drainage 
board—both the latter being . quasi-legis- 
lative bodies. If these as well as the 
other taxing bodies in Chicago could all 
be consolidated into one central body 
public attention could then be concen- 
| trated upon its election to far better ad- 
vantage than is now possible in the elec- 
tion of the three bodies. The official ac- 
tion, too, of the one body could be ob- 
served by the public to better purpose 
than can the action of the three. i 

The ordinary voter should be penetrat- 
ing enough to realize that his advantage 
lies in a large decrease of the number cf 
offices to be: filled hy election: His inter- 
est demands that this number be made 
small enough so that he may be able to 
have an o n about the candidates 
for each office. Such intelligence on his 
part is essential if p elections are 
to be in fact what they are in name. To 
that. end the elective offices for the Chi- 
cago’ voter should We reduced to a mere 
fraction in number ot What they now are.

tried in his absence, and sentenced by the 
Italian tribunals to six months’ imprison- 
ment and to a progressive fine, which was 
to go on increasing until the paintings sold 
abroad had been brought back te Rome. 
Fortunately for the prince, there is no ex- 
tradition for violations of the Pacca law. 
which, first enacted by the papal government, 
has been maintained in force by the Italian 
regime, and which has for its object the pre- 
vention of the export of all those historic 
art treasures which attract so many thou- 
sands of foreigners each year to Italy— 
foreigners who constitute a great source of 
prosperity and frevenue to the Italian nation. 
Italian law takes the ground thet the owners 
of galleries of old masters are not really the 
proprietors, but only a species of trustees of 
their family and of the nation at large in the 
matter.

For many years the prince lived in virtual 
exile abroad, not daring to set his foot on 
Italian territory lest he be arrested and 
thrown into prison. But at length he man- 
aged to effect a compromise with the Italian 
government, by virtue of which he sur- 
rendered. to the state sixteen of the most 
valuable of the old masters of his gallery at 
Romie, receiving in return not a cent of 
money but a free pardon, a remission of the 
fines imposed upon him, and the permission 
to- sell for export the remainder of his col- 
lection. 

Count Tornielli, the Itelian ambassador 
at Paris, played a leading part in bringing 
about the compromise, and it was, therefore, 
only fitting that he should have been one of 
the principal guests at the recent wedding 
of the prince. The latter is known as Prince 
di Sciarra in order to distinguish him from 
the numerous other princes of Colonna, to 


‘which family he belongs. For he is not 


really a Barberini, and his use of that name 
in connection with that of Colonna is due to 
the fact that one of his ancestors, Julius 
Cesar Colonna di Sciarra, who died at the 
close of the eighteenth century, married the 
heiregs of Prince Urban Barberini. Indeed, 
the historic Roman house of Barberini, to 
which Pope Urban. VIII. belonged, has be- 
come entirely extinct in the male line, and 
the actual representative of the family is 
Donna Maria, only child of the last Prince 
Barberini and owner of the celebrated Bar- 
Werini palace at Rome. She is married to 
Luigi Sacchetti, who has since received from 
the Italian crown permission to assume his 
wife’s name of Barberini, and who has been 
invested with the title of prince of Palestrina, 
borne by his wife's father and by the latter's 
ancestors. «The Barberini palace is one of 
the grandest in Rome, and is built almost 
elftirely of material obtained by means of 
the destruction of superb monuments of the 
times of the Caesars. In fact, the Barberinis 
acquired so unenviable a reputation in con- 
nection with their vandel destruction of 
ancient monuments and of archeological 
treasures that the saying became current 
in Rome, Quod non fecerent barbari, 
fecerent Barberini’’ (What even the bar- 
bariags refrained from doing the Barberinis 
have done.)

Capt. Frederick Arthur Fane, formerly an 
officer of the rifle brigade, and one ot the old- 
est members of the Naval and Military club 
of London, who has just been sentenced, at 
the age of nearly 70, to a term of seven 
years’ penal servitude for forgery, is a 
distant cousin of the earl of Westmoreland 
and a scion of the historic house of Fane, 
which has played so notable a role in the 
history of England. The affair has attracted 
a considerable amount of attention by rea- 
son of the fact that the forgeries were per- 
petrated at the expense of one of Capt. Fane’s 
fellow members of the Naval and Military 
club, and also because the ex-captain is the 
father of a particularly gallant and dis- 
tinguished officer of one of the crack regi- 
ments of Lancers, who has been decorated 
for bravery under fire in South Africa. The 
unfortunate young fellow was subpcenaed to 
appear in court in order to answer questions 
about @ perfectly mnocent letter which he 
had written to his father and which had been 
found among the latter’s papers, and the 
presiding judge essed his indignation 
that the young should have been so 
needlessly and era @ragged into the case.

Corn Recovers Early Losses. 

Corn wound up higher, after averaging 
lower the greater part of the session. Final 

rices showed advances. of %@%c for the 

uly and September. December and May 
closed slightly under the Saturday final quo- 
tations. There was some hedging against 
cash buying, holders being further convinced 
of advices that farmers were not disposed 
to sell freely on the high bids sent out to 
thém. Although cash handlers figured that 
conditions did not warrant any display of 
confidence on the part of the bears, the east, 
for a long time a good patron of the sample 
tables, did but little, declining to keep step 
with recent advances.

Oats moved nervously within a range of 
ge, trading early being active and the mar- 
ket, which finished with advances of %c for 
July and ½e for September and December, 
quieting under the influence of the desire to 
hear what the government had to say about 
the crops. Longs sold freely early, their 
offerings depressing the market. There were 
numerous damage reports from Indiana, but 
advices from the west generally were more 
favorable. Any suggestion of overselling 
found shorts eager to get back to shelter. 
and covering was largely responsible for 
the recovery of early losses. The govern- 
ment’s report showed a condition of 86, com- 
pared to 03 last year, 89 the year before, and 
91 for ten years, the area being reported at 
about 27,678,000 acres, or 868,000 acres—1.8 
per cent—-under the area sown last year. The 
figures suggested a total yield of 858,000,000 
bu. Local receipts were 176 cars, slightly 
above the estimate. Prices in the sample 
market were firm early, but eased off toward 
the close. ‘Lae visible supply showed a de- 
erease of 816,000 bu, compared to a loss of 
406,000 bu last year.
